SIZE. 

There  should  Ik>  a  garden,  even  If  It  is  only  a  very  small  one;  this  de|M.„,is  on 
the  spare  available  and  the  time  that  children  ean  bIvo  to  it.  If  eaeh  ela-s  has  a 
|>lot  of  its  own.  this  should  be  about  20  feet  8.|uare  or  more;  while  if  each  ehlld  his 
a  plot,  the  little  Individual  gardens  should  1  e  from  3  feet  square,  and  up  to  ."J  by  -o 
f.'et  for  seniors.  As  little  time  for  preparation  remains,  it  w.n.ld  be  best,  iHThaiw 
not  to  make  the  Barden  too  InrBe,  so  that  considerable  care  may  be  given  to  prepara- 
tion and  cultivation. 

PLAN   OF   THE   GARDEN. 

Before  the  garden  Is  undertaken,  prepare  a  plan  on  the  blackboard,  showing  the 
size  and  Iwatlon  of  the  plots;  t„  get  tbe  pupils  to  assist  in  this  plan  may  prove  a 
very  good  school  exercise.  Afler  the  general  plan  is  formed,  the  pupils  n.ay  i.lan 
their  own  little  gardens;  each  j.upil  should  keep  a  diary  of  ll,e  garden,  or  If  Just 
one  large  garden  Is  being  card  for  by  all  the  pupils,  then  all  might  keep  a  record 
In  unison.

Seeds  sown 
ill  April  iiiiike  nice  plants  for  lilooming  In  tho  fall. 

In  piaiiliiig  !ill  tile  siniiller  flower-seeds,  renienilpcr  ;;eriiilnatioii  lakes  plac<>  much 
more  easily  if  tiie  grnuiid  Is  sliade<l  until  tiie  .voiiiig  plants  appear  iilK)ve  ground.  All 
ii|i|ireciate  moisture:  liol  sun  on  a  dry  soil  Is  hard  on  all  tender  seedlings. 

CARE    OF   THE   GARDEN    DURING    SUMMER. 

Weeds  slioulil  he  keiit  iliiwn  liy  hoeing  fre<nientiy.  at  least  every  ten  days  and 
aft<'r  every  rain,  so  as  lo  iircveiil  a  crust  from  forming  on  the  soil.  When  plaiitH 
can  lie  watered,  it  Is  1  est  lo  do  11  only  rarely,  but  thorouglil.v.  s.i  as  to  soak  the 
soil  I!  or  S  inches  deep. 

Xo  flowers  siiould  lie  allowed  to  go  to  seed,  except  the  very  finest,  the  sei'd 
of  whicli  is  to  be  saved;   this  helps  greatly  In  securing  an  additional  display  of
